Of Used Cars Bowles Wednesday declared that he 

is sympathetic to keeping the used- 

car business in legitimate dealer hands and indicated that 

some sort of a rationing plan is now being discussed in 

OPA. He said, however, that he felt something should be 

done to get used cars into the hands of war workers 
at fair prices. 

From OPA sources, it was learned that a used car price 
ceiling order already has been drawn down the line and 
started towards Bowles’ office, in the hopes he will approve 
it. Bowles told the committee, however, that while several 
plans had been discussed, no final conclusions had been 
reached.

From several members of the commit- 
tee Bowles learned that senate leaders 
are aware of the rank failure of OPA’s 
attempt to put successfully a ceiling 
on used-truck prices. Bowles, whose 
nomination as OPA chief was approved by the Senate com- 
mittee and is due for confirmation by the entire Senate, 
had scarcely entered the Senate committee’s hearing when 
he was asked for his attitude on the long-drawn-out pro- 
posal to put a ceiling on used cars. He replied that the 
matter was being given careful study. At this point several 
senators familiar with the drying up of the used truck 
business among dealers as a result of the OPA truck 
ceiling regulations, went into action. 

They minced no words in telling Bowles and the rest 
of the committeemen that the truck order had proved a 
colossal failure and resulted only in a black market among 
individuals. One senator pointed out a report from a state 
where, on a certain day, 116 truck sales were reported and 
only six of them came through dealers. If the experience 
of the used truck ceiling is to be taken as a criterion of 
how a used car ceiling would work, the OPA better have 
no part of it, several senators insisted.

On unimpeachable authority, AUTOMOTIVE NEws has 
learned that OPA “investigators” are out in the field 
with but one intent—to prove that the used truck price 
ceiling is a success. 

There are, undoubtedly, ways to obtain such “proof.” 

But let’s look at the following two instances to find 
out if the used truck ceiling is successful: 

1. In Arkansas, state officials probed 400 used-truck 
transfers—and found only two of them were handled 
through legitimate dealers. 

2. In Missouri, out of 116 used truck transfers, 
only six involved legitimate dealers.

The conclusions are evident: Not only have legitimate 
dealers been by-passed under the order, but also in how 
many of these transactions does OPA think the in- 
dividuals circumvented its price ceilings? 

In addition, the life of these trucks has been short-

Schools for Mechanics 


Spurred by Dealers 


WASHINGTON.—As a result of 
efforts to replenish the dwindling 
ranks of the nation’s automobile 
mechanics, automotive’ training 
schools, fostered by dealer groups, 
are now being established in many 
parts of the country, according to 
National Automobile Dealers Assn. 
headquarters here. 

In all, training schools have been 
established in 70 cities, NADA said. 

The movement, it was pointed 
out, followed a recent nationwide 
survey by the dealer’s organiza- 
tion which revealed that the 
number of mechanics employed 
in repair shops was fully 50 per- 
cent below normal, and that the 
nation’s wartime transportation 
system rapidly was reaching the 
danger point of deterioration 
through inadequate repair man- 
power.

Texas Gets OK 
On Trust Suit 
Against Ford 


AUSTIN, Tex.—The State Su- 
preme Court has decided that con- 
tracts written by Ford Motor Co. 
with its authorized dealers’ in 
Texas do not on their face violate 
antitrust statutes, but the method 
of operation provides sufficient 
ground for trial of the suit brought 


by Attorney General Gerald C. 
Mann. 
The state, alleging that Ford 


contracts with dealers result in 
price fixing and restriction of ter- 
ritories, filed suit for penalties and 
injunction. An _ Austin district 
court held that the state’s petition 
were insufficient, but the Court of 
Civil Appeals here ordered a trial 
on the merits. 

In an opinion written by Asso- 
ciate Justice Richard Critz, the 
Supreme Court upheld the appeals 
court decision. Judge Critz wrote 
that a provision for inspection of 
dealers’ records by company repre- 
sentatives may constitute a circum- 
stance to be considered by the trial 
court as to whether Ford so oper- 
ates under this contract as to fix 
prices or restrict territory. : 

“If Ford pursues a general policy 
of determining the prices which 
are to be charged,” he added, “it 
has violated our antitrust laws 
just as effectively as if it has ac- 
complished such result by direct 
contract. 

“The company parts with title to 
all products sold to its dealers, and 
it has the privilege of restricting 
its authorized dealerships to places 
which have proper facilities to 
service Ford’s manufactured prod- 
ucts. 


“Ford is vitally interested in 
satisfied customers,” said Judge 
Critz.

AAA Official 
Warns Drivers 


On Service 


BOSTON. — “Unless motorists 
give more attention to servicing 
their cars and look after their 
tires, there will be a lot of owners 
next year who will not have the 
use of their vehicles,” Russell E. 
Singer, general manager of the 
American Automobile Assn., told 
a group of club managers here at 
a two-day session of the New 
England Federation of AAA Clubs. 

“With automobiles being scrap- 
ped at a rate of 150,000 a month 
and the new car stockpile dwin- 
dling so there will be no more 
after March possibly, we are facing 
a critical situation. With the war 
demands increasing and the high 
production of munitions continued, 
it will be necessary that war work- 
ers have transportation. That 
means cars. 

“With a large number of present 
cars more than 10 years old, they 
will continue to be junked. And 
in some areas, like New England, 
where thousands of used cars have 
been syphoned out to be sold in 
the West and South, the chances 
of meeting transportation needs 
are worsened. In a global war 
many things can happen. 

“A year ago the suggestion was 
made in Washington that some 
millions of -cars be taken from 
owners not on_ essential jobs. 
We AAA men do not predict any 
such thing, yet when a prominent 
Cabinet member makes such a 
suggestion it sets people thinking. 

“Of the more than 5,000,000 cars 
more than 10 years old, many in 
poor condition because of lack of 
proper service, it is certain that 
the tires are not so very good. 
Therefore, all motorists now should 
take advantages of the federal 
government’s request that they 
take time to have their tires 
examined. They should be re- 
capped while there is enough rub- 
ber left to have it done.” 


WPB Halts Sale 
Of 22 Antifreezes 


WASHINGTON.—In a move to 
protect unwary motorists and truck 
operators, the War Production 
Board halted last week all sales of 
an estimated 500,000 gallon inven- 
tory of two destructive types of 
antifreeze solutions. 

It was pointed out by WPB that 
the National Bureau of Standards 
had identified 22 of these products 
as coming within the definition of 
antifreeze solutions prohibited by 
the stop production order of Jan. 
20, 1943. These products are among 
those prohibited for sale by today’s 
order. The trade names of the 
products are as follows: 

All-Winter, Chem-A-Cool, Fro- 
zone, Permazof, Wonder-Solv, Lo- 
Zone, Alcotex, Ever-Flo, Bird-Ant- 
arctic, Flexo, Gold Seal, Security, 
Ant-Arctic, Neva-Freeze, Anti- 
Frost, Bond (Top Line), Fre-Zex, 
No-Freeze, 60-Below, Lo-Temp, 
Never-Freeze and No-Boil.

Under the new procedure, ODT 
maintenance specialists are to be 
responsible for searching out, from 
parts distributors on down the line 
of sources, parts to fill operators’ 
orders bearing “certificate for 
emergency order” certification. 


In addition to the requests re- 
ceived directly at ODT district 
offices, all such authenticated re- 
quests received by War Production 
Board automotive specialists are to 
be referred to the nearest ODT 
representative for handling. If a 
canvass of the ODT region in 
which the shortage is reported fails 
to turn up the part, the ODT re- 
gional office is to refer the case 
to the WPB regional automotive 
specialist in order that the pro- 
ducer of the part may be contacted. 


Previously, local shortage cases 
were reported to ODT’s Washing- 
ton office by district officers and 
were there sent on to WPB’s auto- 
motive industry division. The new 
procedure shortens the route by 
authorizing the contacting of parts 
producers direct by the WPB re- 
gional automotive specialists. 

At the same time, reports on all 
shortages continue to be sent to 
Washington and give advance 
notice of- widespread developing 
shortages ‘extending over one or 
more regions.

Car Tire Quota 
Cut 14 Percent 


WASHINGTON.—Reflecting the 
shortage of new passenger car and 
truck tires, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration last week announced 
November quotas showing that, as 
compared with October, there will 
be available for rationing during 
the month 30 percent fewer new 
tires for trucks and 14 percent 
fewer new tires for passenger cars. 

The extent of the cut in new 
truck tires is indicated by a 
November quota of 290,245 as 
against 416,613 for October. The 
new passenger car tire quota was 
reduced from 645,050 in October to 
553,688 in November. 

At the same time, OPA in- 
creased by 28 percent the quota 
of used or recapped passenger 
car tires (Grade III), from 648,000 
in October to 829,650 for Novem- 
ber. Representing the only in- 
crease in the November quotas 
for tires and tubes, this action is 
designed to accommodate the 
anticipated greater demand for 
used tires resulting from _ the 
scarcity of new tires. 

The November quotas are based 
on allotments assigned by the 
Office of the Rubber Director. 

The gravity of the truck tire 
supply situation was reflected in a 
memorandum in which OPA in- 
formed its rationing organization 
that “the nation is confronted with 
a serious truck tire shortage and 
the local boards will have to use 
all of their ingenuity to avert a 
serious mass transportation break- 
down.” It was pointed out further 
that acceptance of recapping serv- 
ice certificates is a necessary con- 
servation measure. 

Regional and district offices 
were directed to “hold on to their 
meager reserves of new truck 
tires and new passenger tires to 
meet those situations where eligi- 
bles are actually off the road 
because of 2 lack of tires.”

Convention Set 


RICHMOND, Va.—After an 
absence of more than a year from 
automobile dealer activities, John 
E. Raine, for 21 years general 
manager of the Automotive Trade 
Assn. of Maryland has accepted an 
offer of a group of dealers of Vir- 
ginia to organize and manage an 
association in that state, where 
none has existed for many years, 
with the understanding that the 
dealers of Virginia would raise a 
fund of $10,000 for organization 
expenses and reserve and pledge 
sufficient in dues to operate the 
association for a two-year period. 

The new organization, known as 
the Automotive Trade Assn. of 
Virginia, filed its papers of incor- 
poration last week, elected Raine 
executive vice-president, a mem- 
ber of the board of directors, and 
general manager and established 
offices in the Travelers building in 
Richmond. 

Walter J. Wilkins, president of 
the Norfolk Motor Co. (Cadillac- 
Oldsmobile) was elected president, 
with Paul W. Freed of Waynes- 
boro, L. R. Wyatt of Danville and 
Harry McReynolds of Roanoke 
first, second and third vice-presi- 
dents respectively, and 2 
(Rock) King, president of the 
Richmond Motor Co. as secretary- 
treasurer. 

For organization purposes the 
state has been divided into nine 
zones, following the lines of nine 
congressional districts, with two 
directors elected from each district.

CHICAGO.—Brisker demand fo 
later models more than offset an 
increase in stocks of earlier model 
with the result that total inven- 
tories of used cars were 57 days’ 
supply Oct. 1, as compared with 
days’ Sept. 1, and 63.3 days’ supply 
Oct. 1, 1942, the Chicago Automo- 
bile Trade Assn. reported last week

dealer outlets, including five ex 
clusive used car merchants, sold 
1,361 used cars during Septembe 
and had 2,582 units on hand a 
the end of the month.

Sources of Used Tires 


Listed by Baltimore Board 


BALTIMORE. — (UTPS) — The 
War Price and Rationing Board, 
1400 N. Charles St., in order to 
facilitate purchase of used tires by 
local truck owners, has_ invited 
dealers to furnish it weekly reports 
of sizes in stock. 

This action was taken after 
numerous users who had been 
issued certificates of authority to 
purchase used tires had reported 
inability to obtain the needed 
sizes, 

Judge Emory S. Niles, chairman 
of the board, said that the board 
does not desire an inventory of 
the used tires stocked, but simply 
a list of the commonly used truck 
sizes on hand. These reports are 
to be made available to each per- 
son granted a certificate. 

In order to conserve the dwin- 
dling supply of new tires, which 
are earmarked for heavy trucks 
and buses engaged in long over- 
land hauls, no certificates are be- 
ing issued to truckers engaged in 
local or short-haul runs. 

Cc. E. Kimmel, one of the largest 
local dealers in truck tires, report- 
ed that a fair number of used tires 
are stocked by dealers. 


Kimmel said that truckers can 
be supplied by local dealers, al- 
though they may have to “shop 
around” a bit. 

Nevertheless, he asserted, they 
should conserve tires to the best of 
their ability, because practically 
the only source of supply is the 
stock of tires discarded by the 


military forces. He warned that 
though the local truck users’ need 
can be met now, the situation is 
steadily growing worse.

gasoline station proprietors 
throughout New Hampshire are be 
ing prepared as the result of a 
drive to stamp out the traffic ig 
counterfeit and stolen gasoline ra 
tion coupons, according to the state 
OPA office here.
